The beans got into the picture 
when

about his cultivation of the unique 
pinquito bean which is grown only in 
Lompoc Valley. He got an assist on 
things 
agricultural from Mayor 
George Cotsenmoyer who told of his 
experience with raising turnips and 
celery, 
and 
School 
Trustee 
DeWayne Holmdahl added some 
notes on a disease that is attacking 
oak trees. 
It was that kind of meeting. 
Councilman E. C. Stevens made a 
pitch for the city’s preparation for a 
centennial celebration next year and 
elicited promises of support from 
School Supt. Glen Wegner. 
The Dill was iniected into the 
conversation by some of the diners 
when Wegner explained that a 
valued school employe had resigned 
because of maternity reasons. 
In a more serious vein, assistant 
City Administrator Dustin Griffith 
tola details of a meeting on the 
jointly sponsored Drop-in Center for 
youth. He noted that it would take 
about $1,000 of local money to 
finance the program the next year. 
In a reflection on that program 
and on the city sponsored youth 
services officer, Wegner said he 
didn’t feel comfortable with either 
program although he conceded both 
may be doing some good in coping 
with the problems of the young.

said 
he 
had 
been 
instrumental in starting the Drop-in 
Center, but had visited it and found 
the atmosphere too permissive. He 
said some of the youth may be going 
there simply because they are 
permitted to smoke, a situation 
which he said he was critical of. 
In other respects the officials 
discussed proposed lighting at the 
basketball courts at Lompoc Junior 
High School and a used bus the city 
hopes to acquire from the school 
district. 
When it was all over the officials 
declared they ought to meet in that 
way more often. 


$2.5 million 
suit f iled by 
pathologist 


Former county pathologist, Dr. 
Lawrence McAlpine has filed a 
$2,580,000 claim against the county 
for alleged public humiliation, scorn 
and ridicule stemming from a grand 
jury investigation late last year. 


McAlpine charges that “ false and 
malicious” 
statements by Dist 
Atty. David D. Mimer and Sheriff- 
Coroner John Carpenter had cast 
doubts 
on 
his 
professional 
qualifications and prevented him 
from finding another job as a 
pathologist. 


McAlpine contends that Minier, 
Carpenter and other members of the 
Sheriff’s department “ published* 
details of an interim 1972 grand jury 
report which had been sealed by 
Presiding Judge Floyd C. Dodson In 
his 
claim 
against 
the 
county, 
McAlpine contends that details of 
the report were released at a 
pathologist meeting in San Jose in 
December. 


Meanwhile Mimer said he would 
file for a writ of mandate from the 
State Appellate Court seeking an 
order for Judge Dodson to reinstruct 
the 1973 grand jury. Mimer contends 
Dodson’s original instructions were 
illegal 
because the

Reagan wants state to control hospital fees 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
Reagan 
administration 
has 
confirmed it will seek legislation 
allowing the state to control fees at 
all California hospitals and nursing 
homes. The plan, it is said, will save 
the 
state and 
private patients 
millions of dollars. 
“ It is a dramatic change from the 
way we’ve been doing business,” 
said Dr. Earl Brian, Secretary of 
Health 
and 
W e lfa re , 
in 
acknowledging the move Wednesday 


night. 
Details of the proposal were 
revealed earlier Wednesday by Sen. 
Fred Marier Jr., the Republican 
floor 
leader, 
in 
a 
speech 
to 
physicians in Chico. 


The Redding lawmaker said the 
proposed 
legislation 
calls 
for 
expansion of the state Hospital 
Commission to act “ as the rate 
setting body, controlling fees at 
hospitals 
just 
like 
the 
Public 
Utilities Commission controls fees 


charged by railroads and truckers. 
“ It’s a big, big step and getting 
into the private economy but it’s the 
only way the administration can see 
to control runaway costs of health 
services,” he said. 
Brian told UPI, “ Sen. Marler isn’t 
joking. He is right,” adding that 
annual cost increases in some 
hospital care programs range from 
12 pier cent to 15 per cent a year. 
Cutting 
the 
increases to the 
federally-controlled limit, which is 


presently six per cent a year, is the 
aim of the legislation. Brian said. 
The savings would be both to the 
state and all hospital or nursing 
home patients. 


“ Other people have a helluva big 
stake in this,” he declared in a 
telephone interview. 


Aside 
from 
the 
regulatory 
commission, 
the 
key 
to 
the 
legislation is a request to the federal 
government asking that authority be 


shifted to the state to watchdog 
hikes in hospital costs, such as 
rooms, medicine, laboratory fees 
and so forth 
Exempt from the 
proposal would be doctors’ fees. 
“ We think we can run the business 
of the program better than the 
federal 
government, 
’’Brian 
stressed. 
Asked if he were sure the state 
could hold down prices if given the 
authority, 
Brian 
replied, 
“ Absolutely.”

S. Vietnam battalion wiped out

Vietnamese forces have wiped out 
an understrength battalion of South 
Vietnamese marines trapped with

Demilitarized Zone (DMZ), field 
reports said today. 
The cease-fire appeared to be 
slowly taking effect in most of 
Vietnam but heavy fighting has been 
reported in the Mekong Delta and in 


the Quang Tri area near Cua Viet. 
The field dispatches said Quang Tri 
City was under heavy threat by 
North Vietnamese troops. 
UPI correspondent Donald A 
Davis, reporting from the northern

sector, said he was told three U.S. 
Navy gunships were offshore near 
the old Cua Viet base but did not 
intervene to help the trapped South 
Vietnamese because of the cease­ 
fire in effect since Sunday.

Stennis reported slightly improved 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Veteran 
Sen. John C. Stennis of Mississippi 
was reported slightly improved 
today from gunshot wounds in a 
holdup outside his Washington home 
but continued in critical condition in 
Walter Reed Hospital’s intensive 
care unit. 
As police continued looking — 
without any apparent new clues 
—for two Negro youths who Stennis 
said pulled the holdup and shot him 
twice Tuesday night, the 71-year-old 
Democrat’s doctors said he “ is 
slightly 
im proved” 
since 
Wednesday but still was in “ very 
serious” condition. 
The terminology “ very serious” 
at the Army hospital, a spokesman 
said, translates to critical in most 
hospitals. 
Peter Esker, in a daybreak report 
to newsmen on doctors’ summary of 
Stennis’ condition, said the senator 
rested comfortably during the night 
and “ his vital signs continue to be 
good.” These include such things as 
heart beat and blood pressure. 
President Nixon, a good friend of 
Stennis who supported his Vietnam 


policies in the Senate, said this 
morning he had received “ a bit of 
good news, encouraging news 
on 
the senator’s condition 
Nixon 
spoke 
at 
the 
annual 
congressional prayer breakfast at 
the Washington Hilton Hotel. 
Stennis had been scheduled to 
preside at the breakfast. At the 
suggestion of Sen. Mark O Hatfield, 
R-Ore., there was a 10-second silent 
prayer for Stennis. 
One of two bullets that struck 
Stennis did 
practically 
all 
the 
damage, ranging from his left chest 
downward through his midsection 
and lodging in the lower back. The 
other wound was in the upper left 
le&The holdup men took Stennis 
billfold, a gold watch and a quarter 
Police said the senator told them he 
did not resist when accosted right 
outside his home, but was shot 
nevertheless. 


He was able to stumble into his 
house without aid after being shot, 
and instructed his wife to call the 
hospital and the police. 


Stennis’s excellent health for a 
man his age was said to be a major 
factor in his ability so far to fight off 
the effects of the attack But Maj 
Frank 
Garland, 
an 
information 
officer at Walter Reed, and Esker 
said Stennis’s prognosis is still 
guarded 
This 
apparently 
means 
that 
doctors cannot say whether he will 
survive. 
Garland was asked 
if 
Stennis’s life was in danger. 


Any person who is seriously ill 
faces this danger, 
he replied 
“ That is certainly true in the 
senator’s case ” 


Stennis, a senator for 26 years and 
in recent years chairman of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee, 
has not been moved from the 
intensive care unit since a six-hour, 
35-mmute operation for repair of the 
internal wounds was completed at 
3:20 a m EST Wednesday 


His wife and son, a Mississippi 
legislator, visited the senator late 
Wednesday, and Esker said Stennis 
conversed briefly with them. 


U.S. accused of 
continuing war 


HONG KONG (U P I> - Chinese 
Premier Chou En-lai accused the 
United States today of failing to stop 
its “ war of aggression” against 
Cambodia and Laos despite signing 
the Vietnam peace agreement.

Vietnamese chief negotiator Le Due 
Tho and Foreign Minister Nguyen

peace agreement might be turned a 
reality. 


“ While celebrating the signing of 
the agreement on ending the war 
and restoring peace in Vietnam, we 
cannot but point out that the United 
States has not yet stopped its war of 
aggression against Cambodia and 
Laos,” Chou said. 
He said the U.S. compelled the 
Vietnamese people to take up arms 
and fight by violating the 1954 
Geneva Conference.

Miss Trescher, asked on what 
legal grounds an adverse decision 
could be made, said a finding of 
denial without prejudice could be 
made on the grounds that the 
project would create an adverse 
environmental effect by further use 
of a scarce natural resource, water. 


The applicant, Dr. Eugene Aiches, 
of Montecito, claimed a denial 
even one lasting only a few months 
— would mean financial hardship 
for himself and intended developers 
of the project northwest of Fairview 
Ave.,

BELFAST iUPIi — Three youths waved down a bus 
carrying construction workers to their jobs today and 
hurled a bomb inside, police said. The blast killed one man 
and wounded nine others, five of them seriously 
Police said they could not confirm the death 
A police spokesman said the bombing occurred in a 
Protestant area of Belfast. He said the bus was carrying 
building workers to a site where a Roman Catholic school 
was being built. 
The bombing followed several shootings and warnings of 
that more bloodshed may come. 
Irish Republican Army extremists warned they will take 
“ ruthless" reprisals against gunmen who killed five men 
aged 22 or younger in one 36 hour period shootings that 
raised the January death toll in Northern Ireland to 17. 
British army chiefs warned more religious slayings were 
possible and announced they were introducing new secret 
security measures to prevent moie bloodshed 
The 
warnings came as gunmen carried out new attacks in and 
around Belfast. 
A 17-year-old Roman Catholic was ci itieally wounded in 
one shooting Wednesday night and two other youths 
escaped injury when they dived to the ground to duck 
bullets fired from a passing car. 
Gunmen also shot and seriously wounded a policeman and 
his 9-year-old daughter 15 miles south of Belfast early 
today The shots were fired as the policeman parked his car 
at his home and two bullets went through a window of his 
home, hitting his daughter twice. 
Autopsy to be held 
on Egyptian mummy 


DETROIT (UPI) - A 
2,000-year-old 
Egyptian 
mummy 
undergoes 
an 
autopsy 
today 
by 
researchers 
seeking 
new 
insight into the history and 
evolution of disease. 
Such autopsies have been 
performed before, but in 
most cases the mummies 
have 
not 
been 
well 
preserved and the desired 
results were not achieved. 


The mummy, believed to 
be that of an upper class 
Egyptian woman who died 
during the Romanic Era of 
history, was put on display 
for newsmen Wednesday, 
stretched out on a long desk 
in a Wayne State University 
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classroom. 
It 
was 
given 
to 
the 
researchers on “ loan" by 
the 
U n iv e r s it y 
of 
Pennsylvania Museum in 
Philadelphia where it has 
been kept for the past 50 
years. 
Following 
the 
autopsy, the doctors will 
sew the body back up—with 
most organs and vessels 
intact and ship it back to 
the museum. 
"Were 
removing 
only 
that which is needed for our 
research," said Dr Robin 
A. Barraco, the Wayne State 
University physiologist on 
the research team “ We ap­ 
proached this whole project 
mindful of the dignity with 
which the Egyptians treated 
the bod y " 
The doctors planned to 
removal small sections of 
organic and muscular tissue 
from 
the 
mummy, 
“ réhydraté" 
them 
by 
soaking them in an alcohol 
solution 
and attempt 
to 
extract 
protein 
samples 
they feel will provide new 
information on what causes 
present day diseases

America's prisoners of war will emerge 
from Southeast Asia as modern Rip van 
Winkles. Even their children will be 
strangers speaking an alien tongue. 
To help bridge the culture gap. which for 
some of the men will stretch across eight 
years or more of imprisonment, the 
Pentagon has prepared a special dictionary 
of 161 words and phrases from the youth 
scene ranging from “ acid to “ zonked 
Some of the words and their definitions 
were supplied by the prisoners' own 
families. 
“ This is a part of the language and the 
slang being used by the youth of today— 
your sons and your daughters." says the 
introduction. “ The main purpose of putting 
this together is perhaps to get you and your 
offspring off to somewhat of an equal start. 


“ So, Big Daddy, when your young son or 
daughter comes to you and says Do you 
dig7’ vou can say Lay it on me, dude and 
Right on!'

Each branch of the armed forces has 
prepared its own plans. But the programs 
have been closely coordinated and are very 
similar. 


In general, each man arriving at the 
overseas processing center at Clark Air 
Base, in the Philippines, will receive: 
—A newly tailored uniform, bearing the 
shiny insignia of promotions he got while a 
prisoner. 
Some 
men 
captured 
as 
lieutenants will find themselves wearing 
the gold oak leaves of maiors. 


—An inch-thick book capsulizing events 
of the world during the past 8 to 10 years. 
Many men are not expected to know that 
Americans have walked on the moon; or 


that three former U.S. presidents have 
died in the past four years; or that 
American troops marched into the South 
Vietnamese village of My Lai in 1968 and 
murdered civilian inhabitants, 
-Letters and photographs from home 
bearing the latest news and showing many 
men, for the first time, the shocking length 
of their sons' hair. 
—The Pentagon’s dictionary. 
For some men—the Pentagon refuses to 
say how many—there will be a separate 
“ bad news packet 
informing them that 
loved ones have died or that wives have 
divorced them. These packets will be 
withheld until doctors and psychiatrists 
feel the men are up to handling the bad 
news. 
The 
returnees 
will 
find 
the 
little 
dictionary interesting reading. It may be 
but small consolation to (hem that the 
introduction says “ we hesitate whether or 
not 
to 
call 
the 
language 
(changes) 
progress.“ 
“ During your long absence the language 
of the youth has changed in somewhat the 
same way as the language you used 
differed from that of your parents during 
your younger years," the dictionary says. 
“ We contacted various young people to 
provide us these words, and went so far as 
to ask your sons, daughters and wives what 
slang expressions were being used in their 
community—their home. It may not be 
complete, but at least it's a start." 
The dictionary will tell the men that

The commission also considered Dr. Aiches’ statement 
that he felt he could set up a privately-owned water system 
on the 47-acre property if need be and thus by-pass district 
water problems. 
But Commissioner Robert Lilley observed this would 
entail drainage of the district’s ground water reserves 
which it is depending on to serve present customers. 
“ We wouldn’t want to open up another avenue to 
encourage types of development which eventually would 
destroy the water reserves of an area,” he declared. 
Dr. Aiches can appeal to the Board of Supervisors to 
reverse the planners vote. 
In any event, commissioners agreed, the supervisors now 
must squarely face the issue of dwindling water supply in 
the valley in relation to the approval of new developments. 
Mrs. Peter Bratt, of Goleta Valley, one of four newly 
named members this year with environmental leanings, 
complained she felt the county supervisors have been 
remiss in not giving the planning body guidelines to handle 
such cases. It was her motion for denial which the 
commission approved. 
Voting no were Commissioners Donald Sansum, Santa 
Barbara, and Dr M V. Duncan, Lompoc. 
The commission told Dr. Aiches his project could be 
resurrected for further consideration when the water 
district was able to solve its problem. The district was 
“ running in the red” on water supply for this water year 
when it got County Water Agency approval Monday to 
borrow 3,500 acre feet from next year’s Cachuma Project 
entitlement. 
The water district’s recently enacted water rationing 
program and a moratorium on new water hookups were 
factors in the commission’s action. Residents now face 
limitations on such things as car washing and sprinkling 
gardens and lawns. 
County Supervisor James Slater, of Goleta Valley, 
warned residents that further belt-tightening in water 
usage is now in order because the district must pay back 
the borrowed 3,500 acre feet of Cachuma entitlement in the 
coming water year, thus reducing the 1973-74 Cachuma 
entitlement considerably. 
Water district engineers recently estimated current 
district demand for this water year ending in May will be 
16,900 acre feet, with known supply of about 12,500 acre feet 
including Cachuma allotment and production from current 
wells. The borrowed amount will help to meet this deficit 
this spring while the district hastens with a multi-million 
dollar new well - drilling program. 
For the past decade or more, Goleta Valley has been the 
county’s boom area, with farm land and lemon groves 
wiped out to make space for more and more close-packed 
subdivisions. The developments were processed oy the 
county all through critical late fall and early winter months 
on the strength of so-called water entitlement letters from 
the water district. It turned out that these letters were 
more in the nature of telling developers they could be 
served if water was available rather than guaranteeing 
them water service

Haupt called the setting a 
unit set, but it has no 
scenery to depict the many 
different scenes in R&J 
Scenes 
of 
the 
Capulet 
household, 
F r i a r 
Lawrence’s basement, city 
streets, and the Capulet 
tomb were played against 
the same dull non-scenery. 


In a tragedy like R&J 
where empathy plays such 
an important part to further 
appreciation of the drama, 
directors 
Schmidt 
and 
Haupt asks the audience to 
use too much imagination. 
This is the same criticism of 
having the actors enter and 
exit by the theater aisles. 
Romeo even acts in the 
aisles. This device works in 
some plays but not in R&J 


These 
two 
conditions, 
along with some acting, 
caused one to feel very 
distant xrom the calamity 
unfolding only a few feet 


away. 
One 
is 
made 
conscious he is sitting in a 
theater 
under 
these 
circumstances. In R&J the 
audience should not feel this 
way; in other plays they are 
meant to feel this way. 
Performances by Lauren 
McKee as Juliet’s nurse and 
Mark Brown as Mercutio 
were 
outstanding. 
They 
made one realize the humor 
and wit of these characters, 
sometimes 
unclear 
in 
reading 
the 
play. 
Performances 
by

Miller as Lord Capulet and 
Peter Tramm as Benvolio 
were well done. 


Robert Erbe as Romeo 
was 
hardly 
convincing 
enough for this writer. A 
lack of depth and energy in 
this Romeo increased the

and story. Nancy Mastriano 
as Juliet may have been 
even better with a different 
Romeo.

Task force takes 
on penal reform 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
California’s criminal justice 
system 
is 
undergoing a 
sweeping review by a five- 
member 
Reagan 
administration task force, 
whose assignment includes 
a study of penal reform 
—and 
expected 
major 
battleground in the 1973 
legislature. 
The task force, headed by 
Ed Osborne, Ventura County 
counsel, quietly began its 
six-month study last Sept. 1 
with a charge from Gov. 
Ronald Reagan to study all 
aspects of law enforcement 
problems. 
“ We don’t plan to leave 
anything untouched.” said 
Osborne, a former deputy 
district 
attorney, 
in 
an 
interview. “ The governor 
has asked us to look at 
everything 
from 
police 
functions to penal reform 
and we are hard at it ” 
Although the task force 
has been directed to take a 
broad 
look 
at 
law 
enforcement, of particular 
concern to Reagan is what 
affect, if any, penal reforms 
are having on the crime 
rate. 
“ We think we’ve made 
great gams in the area of 
penal reform. But now we 
want to really look at our 
own doings and our own 
deeds and find out has penal 
reform reduced the crime 
rate or has it contributed to 
It, ” the governor told UPI 
Another group, the Senate 
Select Committee on Penal 
Reform, which spent this 
year 
investigating 
California prisons, plans to 
introduce 
major 
reform 
legislation 
in 
the 
1973 
session. 
“ It’s going to be an area 
of major activity,” Sen. 
John A. Nejedly, R-Walnut 
Creek, 
the 
committee 
chairman, has said. 
Although 
specifics 
presently are lacking, the 
committee plans to present 
a 
broad 
range 
of 
recommendations designed 
to improve operations of the 
parole system.

convicts returned to prison 
for parole violations or new 
crimes 
has 
decreased 
sharply during the past 10 
years.

ment but expressed concern 
over the crime rate among 
exconvicts. 
“ It appears fairly definite 
from 
statistics 
that 
a 
substantial 
proportion 
of 
crimes that are committed 
are committed by repeat 
offenders,” he said. 
“ Crime 
has 
grown 
alarmingly not only in the 
U.S. but in California in the 
last decade Concern over 
that 
has 
certainly 
been 
responsible for the com­ 
missioning of this study.” 
The 
task 
force 
is 
scheduled 
to 
report 
its 
findings to the governor no 
later than Feb. 28. 1973. 
From there, the adminis­ 
tration may translate some 
of Its recommendations into 
legislation.

The camellia collection comprises 1500 varieties 
covering an area surrounding the North Vista as well as 
a seven acre hillside close to the Japanese Garden 
Blooming season extends from late fall through April, 
and is currently at full peak. 
The desert garden, ten acres in all, is the largest 
cultivation in the world of mature cacti and succulent 
specimens The palm garden nearby has 200 specimens 
from both hemispheres and occupies two acres. 


In the Library is a collection of rare printed books and 
manuscripts, the Arabella D Huntington memorial 
collection occupies four halls and contains 15th and 16th 
Century Italian and Flemish paintings and 18th Century 
French sculpture, furniture, tapestries and porcelains. 
The Art Gallery was opened in 1927 following the death 
of Huntington It has been only slightly altered and 
extended since then The rooms are modeled on 18th 


Century French and English designs. In seven principal 
galleries and 15 smaller galleries and halls, are 
paintings, drawings, tapestries, furniture, silver, clocks, 
porcelains and miniatures produced in England and 
France in the 18th Century 
The principal collection is a group of 18th and Early

Bring to boil, lower heat 
and simmer approximately 4 houi 
until tender. Add the black eyed 
peas and 2 tsp sugar; cook for

or

tender 
Remove hocks, skin, cut lean meat 
in pieces and return to kettle for 
serving 


Blackberry Dumplings 
1 quart blackberries, granulated 
sugar. 1 cup all-purpose flour: 14 
tsp double-acting baking powder; 1 
tsp salt, 2 tbs, shortening, 4 cup 
milk.

MILL VALLEY (UPI) - 
For the businessman who 
dreams of throwing it all

craftsman. Hoy Davenport 
may be a hero At 49. he has 
turned 
his hobby 
into a 
business. 
Davenport was a business 
executive for United Press 
International until, as he 
explains, “ I got out to make 
violins.” 
A 
self-taught 
violin 
maker, he has become a 
master craftsman 
in the 
17th Century sense. 
“It takes months to make 
a good instrument, but I just 
think I 
might make it,” 
Davenport said, 
i t ’s not 
easy, but I no longer face a 
desk I loathed to face each 
day. Now I can work at my 
bench and love it.” 
He works in his shop from 
12 to 16 hours a day. He said 
he 
had 
about 
a 
year’s 
savings to invest when he 
Quit last August. 


‘ My wife. Gay, wasn’t 
uptight about my making a 
lot of money,” Davenport 
said. ‘‘We don’t have any 
kids. 
If 
this 
deal 
falls 
through, we re not hurting 
anyone but ourselves. Gay 
kicks in by doing etching on 
the side.” 
The Davenports are both 
artists, sensitive, intensely 
interested not only in their 
own work but in the world 
a r ou n d 
t h e m . 
R o y ’s 
workshop is under the stairs 
of their stunning 
hillside 
home with its magnificent 
picture window view of San 
Francisco Bay. 
Davenport explained what 
many 
might 
consider 
a 
l i m i t e d 
m a r k e t 
for 
expensive instruments. 
“The kids today go out 
and buy guitars,” he said. 
‘‘The one they buy probably 
has been mass produced. 
They learn to chord on the 
thing and croon folk songs. 
Pretty soon they just get 
bored 
by 
thumbing 
on 
something like a drum just 
to keep time. They want to 
learn more. A guitar can be 
a very sensitive instrument 
in a musician’s hands. They 
go get one—and it has to be 
handmade. The sam e with 
violins.” 
Currently, Davenport is 
making 
two 
violins 
and 
t h re e 
g u i t a r s . 
It 
is 
micromatic work. Careful 
selection of wood, proper 
tools and how to use them, 
suitable glue and varnish 
Tim e, 
above 
all, 
long 
painstaking time. Form s or 
“molds” have to be perfect. 
Davenport does not take 
individual 
orders 
for 
a 
specific 
instrument, 
nor 
does 
he 
repair 
violins. 
However, he does have one 
order for a viola, 
that 
stringed 
instruments 
like 
violins, 
violas 
and 
guitars, 
are 
being 
mass 
produced by the hundred in 
Japan, 
G e r m a ny 
and 
elsewhere. And the price is 
low and right. 
“ But 
they 
just 
can’t 
compete with a handcraft 
worker,” he said. 
Davenport has had a life­ 
long interest in violins—his 
father collected them, and 
he plays the instrument. 
About 10 years ago, he 
said, “ I read an article in 
the Scientific American on 
the 
acoustics 
of 
violins. 
That got my interest up. I 
went to a lumber yard and 
bought some old wood and 
threw it together.” 
The result, he recounts, 
was as bad as the lumber. 
Then he read through a 
series 
of 
do-it-yourself 
books, finally ran across one 
written 
in 
1890 
called 
“ Violin Making As It Is and 
Was,” 
“ With that book I made 
my first real violin,” Roy 
said. “ It wasn't great, but it 
wasn’t bad.” 
And from that beginning 
grew what is now a fulltime 
occupation.

After

years 
with 
Lockheed, Oliver, 34, of Van 
N u y s , 
a b a n d o n e d 
engineering 
because, 
“ I 
w a n t e d 
to 
a w a k e n 
Californians, as I was awak­ 
ened to what the wilderness 
looks like, and what is still 


left in the way ot nature to 
preserve.” 
He already has completed 
the initial portions of the 
walks. His approach was to 
go in a straight line with a 
camera in hand to record 
nature 
and 
then 
lecture 
about 
it, 
hopefully 
for 
enough in fees to finance 
continued walking. 
“ I want to prove that 
America, despite emphasis

Consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader urged Congress today 
to require automakers to 
buy 
back 
c a r s 
with 
unrepairable safety defects. 
Appearing 
before 
the 
S e n a t e 
C o m m e r c e 
C o m m i t t e e . 
N a d e r 
criticized as “ not 
strong 
enough” a proposed bill to 
make it mandatory for the 
manufacturers to repair all 
safety-related defects at no 
cost to the owner. Nader 
said 
consum ers 
needed 
more protection than that. 
He contended that a “buy 
back provision 
is needed to 
cover 
cars 
such 
as 
the 
Volkswagen Microbus, and 
the Chevrolet Corvair. 
In the case of the Corvair, 
the

warned

owners 
that the heater could leak 
carbon monoxide fumes into

GM agreed to recall the

State university tuition 
advocated by new president 


SACRAMENTO (Capitol) — Ever since 
the subject was introduced several years 
ago, 
state 
college 
(now 
university) 
officials fought against the imposition of 
tuition on students 
They 
said 
it 
would 
eliminate 
the 
marginal student financially and form an 
elite group that “ could afford" to go to 
college ... attain higher degrees. 
Along come Dr. James G. Bond to head 
one of the schools in the state system. 
He believes there needs to be tuition 
charged . .. and this deviates from the 
norm . 
. although he received a strong 
round 
of 
applause 
from 
business 
leaders when he made the statement. 
The other day Bond addressed the 
Comstock Club in the Sacramento Inn on 
the 
“ critical 
issues” 
facing 
higher 
education in California. 
Doctor Bond came to Sacramento from 
Bowling Green University in Ohio. He is 
black but he is far from being a militant. 
Two things which Bond believes will hurt 
universities and colleges — he calls them 
the “ academy" — are lack of financing and 
collective 
bargaining on the part of 
professors,. 
Bond was amazed at the low cost of 
education in California when he came here. 
“ I ’m amazed how inexpensive it is to get 
higher education in California,” Doctor 
Bond declared “ It has been proved to me 
that neither the students nor the people 
appreciate what they are receiving. " 
To get tuition for state universities is a 
problem, Bond admits, because of the 
political nature of California. 
“ It's frightening,” Bond said, “ because 
the state and education have become so 
political.” 
The president believes it is important for 
students to pay to get an education. 
“ This would resist political intrusion,” 
Bond declared. 
Although he didn't put his finger on 
vocation, technical and business education, 
Bond admitted there needed to be some 
changes so that not all students would be 
working for a baccalaurate degree. 
“ Alternatives 
are 
needed,” 
Bond 
declared, “ to allow universal access to 
higher 
education 
without 
sacrificing 
quality.

HOUSTON (UPI) - The 
tombstone in the military 
cemetery overlooking the 
Mississippi River in St. 
Louis says it all: 
“ Ambushed Patrol. Died. 
Vietnam. Feb 25,1968.“ 
It 
lists 
nine 
names, 
including that of Marine 
Pfc. Ronald L. Ridgeway. 
But Mildred Ridgeway 
never gave up hope that her 
boy was alive—even after 
the Marines told her five 
years ago he was killed in 
Vietnam and later buried 
the remains of a 
body 
bearing his name. 
“ I just did not feel that he 
was really dead,” she said. 
“ They buried someone — I 
didn’t.” 
The 
Pentagon 
said 
Tuesday it had made a 
mistake when it told Mrs. 
Ridgeway in August, 1968, 
her son. Pfc. Ridgeway, was 
dead. Military authorities 
said 
he 
has now 
been 
identified as a prisoner of 
war. 
“Now I just want to see 
him with my own eyes,” 
Mrs. 
Ridgeway 
said, 
showing a wallet-sized color 
photograph of her 23-year- 
old son when he was a teen­ 
ager. 
She said when a Marine 
officer telephoned her with 
the news, “ He didn’t get a 
chance to tell me. I told him 
—‘This is about my son. My 
son is alive, isn’t he?“ ’ 
In Washington, Maj. Gen. 
D aniel 
Jam es, 
the 
spokesman 
for 
POW 
matters, said Ridgeway was 
among 
nine 
Marines 
ambushed Feb. 25, 1968, 
near Khe Sahn. All nine

HUNTINGTON 
BEACH 
(UPI) — Jmy Martin, 17, 
doubts he will ever be 
confronted 
with 
his 
stepfather—Obaharok, 
the 
cannibal chief. 
Reports from Indonesia 
last week said his mother, a 
42-year 
-old 
American 
divorcee and explorer, had 
married 
the 
cannibal 
chieftain 
in 
a 
tribal 
ceremony in a wild area of 
West Irian. 
“ It’s true all right,” said 
Jmy (pronounced “ Jimmy) 
in an interview. 
“ We knew about it before 
the 
newspapers 
did . Mother is writing a 
book. It's all about customs 
and things, and the best way 
to get material” is to live as 
a member of the tribe, he 
said. 
The marriage is not a 
permanent arrangement, he 
said. 
“ When she’s done with the 
book, that will be it,” he 
said. 
He scoffed at suggestions 
his mother was forced into 
the marriage, or that she 
ran the risk of being made 
into a meal by her new 
husband’s tribesmen. 
“ Mom knows what she’s 
doing,” he said. His mother, 
Wynn Sargent, has travelled 
extensively, 
researching 
tribal customs, writing and 
taking 
photographs. 
She 
spent 
time 
previously 
among 
the 
Dyak 
headhunters of Borneo. 
According to a Jakarta 
newspaper report, her mar­ 
riage to Obaharok upset In­ 
donesian officials in the 
remote area where the tribe 
lives. 
In 
a 
photo 
of 
the 
ceremony, 
Miss 
Sargent 
wore blue jeans and a shirt, 
and 
the 
groom 
was 
practically nude. But Miss 
Sargent 
was 
quoted 
as 
saying she would adopt the 
garb of the tribe’s females, 
a patch of banana bark over 
the loins 


Government 
officials 
were reportedly angry that 
this would set back their 
efforts to get Obaharok’s 
tribe to wear clothes 
Jean Lewis, a friend of 
Miss Sargent's who has been 
caring for Jmy, said she had 
received a letter from the 
explorer saying “ she hadn t 
seen them eat a man yet," 
the last human meal having 
been finished a few days 
before her arrival 
Miss Lewis said 
Miss 
Sargent wrote at that time 
that she was living with a 
cannibal 
chief 
named 
Kelion, 


were believed killed and 
their 
rem ains 
were 
recovered months later and 
returned 
to 
the 
United 
States. 


The remains were buried 
Sept. 10, 1968, in a common 


grave at Jefferson Barracks 
Cemetery in St. Louis, a 
central iocation for all of 
the families involved. Mrs. 
Ridgeway, a nurse's aide, 
said she went to the funeral, 
but "I didn't believe them 
“ I had to follow through. 


but I felt they weren't the 
remains of my son.“ she 
said. 
James said Ridgeway was 
the only living prisoner on 
Hanois 
list 
who 
had 
previously been considered 
dead. He said the casualty 


count at Khe Sahn, taken 
shortly after the ambush, 
showed nine bodies on the 
ground. 
“ Exactly 
how 
it 
was 
made— whether by ground 
observers or from the air or 
what—is unknown, he said. 


James 
said 
recovery 
forces were not able to get 
into the area for several 
months and “ during this 
period, the area was under 
bombardment by mortars 
and air strikes. There was 
also the normal deteriora­ 
tion 
from 
the 
tropical 
environment 
He said when recovery 
forces got back to the scene 


of the ambush “ they felt brakeman, 
said 
he 
also 
they had the remains of nine refused 
to 
accept 
the 
individuals. Ridgeway was military's death notice as

Politics and the Olympics 


The 1976 Olympic Games, scheduled to 
be held in Montreal, “ will be a prime 
target for political demonstrations and 
violence,” warns Dr. Harry Edwards of 
the University of California. 
Not only is there simmering French 
Canadian unrest in Quebec, says the 
Berkeley sociologist, but other tensions 
could 
erupt, 
such 
as those existing 
between the British and the Irish, among 
African racial antagonists, as well as the 
continuing hatred between Israel and the 
Arab states. 
The survival of the games is endangered 
both 
by 
the 
political 
activities 
of 
contending countries and those of athletes 
themselves, who use the Olympics as a 
stage for symbolic demonstrations. 
“ If the Olympics are to be saved, it 
would seem that the most logical step to 
take would be the depoliticizing ot the 
games,” he writes in a recent issue of 
Intellectual Digest. “ An obvious effort 
toward this end would be curtailing the 
flying of national flags and the playing of 
national anthems. 
“ Indeed,” he continues, “ given the 
principles of the Olympic Games, it would 
seem appropriate that once every four 
years people from all corners of the world 
should come together under one Olympic

flag, clothed in one Olympic uniform and 
pay 
allegiance 
to 
one 
anthem 
in 
affirmation that, despite a troubled world, 
all mankind belongs to one human race. " 
He concedes that “ depoliticizing 
the 
Olympics would not be simple. It has 
gotten to the point where each host nation 
feels compelled to “ put on the most 
opulent Olympic spectacle ever" as proof 
of the superiority of its political, economic 
and social philosophies. 
It is difficult to gainsay Edwards. How 
many of us, encouraged by the very way 
the games are structured as well as by the 
way they are reported, count gold medals 
to see which nation “ won" the Olympics, 
forgetting that the awards are meant to 
honor the accomplishments of individual 
athletes 
in 
competition 
with 
other 
individual athletes in each particular 
sport. 
There is probably little chance that this 
unfortunate distortion of the purpose of the 
Olympics will have changed by 1976, or 
that a common uniform, common flag and 
common anthem will be adopted. 
We can hope, however, that a troubled 
world will have progressed enough by then 
so that we will never again witness the 
horror that was visited upon the Olympics 
in Munich last year. 


Historical opportunity 


The front page story in these parts 
is that Mr. John Lindsay is thinking 
of running for Senator from New 
York in 1974 — against Jacob Javits. 
Really, it is too much. 
It is as if Lynda 
Bird 
ran 
against 
Luci 
Bird: 
such 
incestuous strife is 
altogether 
un­ 
becoming and it is 
true 
that 
Mayor 
Lindsay winced as 
the 
thought 
was 
uttered. 
You need to understand this. 
Jacob Javits grew up and prospered 
in the left-Democratic wing of the 
Republican party. 
His principal 
protege was — John Lindsay. When, 
in 1969, the people showed their 
customary 
advance 
over 
the 
thinking 
of 
their 
leaders, 
by 
rejecting Lindsay for renomination 
for Mayor on the Republican ticket, 
Lindsay was outcast. The Liberal 
Party proffered him its nomination 
Nelson Rockefeller, as Republican 
governor, announced that perforce 
he 
would 
need 
to back 
the 
Republican candidate, Mr. John 
Marchi. But Jacob Javits, whose 
ideological loyalty (quite correctly) 
transcended 
his 
party 
loyalty, 
backed Lindsay. That wasn’t the 
most popular thing to do, but in 
those days Javits was talking quite 
incessantly 
about 
the 
need 
to 
remodel 
the 
Republican 
Party 
around the progressive image of 
such as young John Lindsay. 
Young John Lindsay, however, 
waited two years, for reasons not 
absolutely clear to those to whom 
basic 
perceptions 
come 
more 
quickly, before recognizing that, in 
fact, 
his 
heart 
was 
in 
the 
Democratic 
party, 
not 
the 
Republican party. So with great

this was very carefully staged by 
political impresario, Mr. Aurelio, 
who had decided that nothing would 
do but that John Lindsay must 
become President of the United 
States. He even persuaded a couple 
of young fire eaters to write a book 
on 
the 
impending 
election 
of 
Lindsay to the White House. Mr. 
Lindsay played out his role, got lost 
in the swamps of Florida, and then 
in the snowbanks of Wisconsin, and 
returned to New York, from whose 
destruction he had been temporarily 
diverted. Now he desires a wider 
canvas on which to paint 
his 
abstractions, and he thinks Senator 
from New York would be nice. 


He has, however, a choice. He 
could run instead for Governor of 
New York. He is inclined to do this, 
we learn from the reports, mostly 
because he would like more than 
anything in this world — more, even 
than being the worst mayor in the 
country — to beat Rockefeller. He 
hates 
Rockefeller. 
Rockefeller 
hates him. Nobody quite knows why, 
but this mutual animosity is the 
source of great political energy in 
the Empire State. 


The trouble with running against 
Rockefeller, says Lindsay, isn't 
Rockefeller the candidate, it is 
Rockefeller the millionaire. Lindsay 
figures he would need 15 million 
dollars to run a successful campaign 
against Rockefeller. It is true that 
Rockefeller does not stint upon 
himself, 
and 
tends 
to 
favor 
expensive campaigns. But it also 
true that Lindsay would probably 
worry a little about what would 
happen in a Lindsay-Rockefeller 
race even if they were limited to 
spending a thousand dollars apiece. 
So now he talks about running 
against... 


His old friend Javits. Parricide, in 
politics, 
in not unknown. As a 
matter of facts, nothing m politics is 
unknown 
But there is in the 
spectacle of a Javits-Lindsay fight 
something both to frustrate, and to 
solace 
the 
state’s 
conservative 
constituency. On the one hand, they 
can 
console 
themselves 
that 
whoever wins, nothing could be 
worse. Unless the Americans for 


Democratic Action inflate their 
Voting Standard, Lindsay cannot 
exceed 
the 
100 percent Javits 
regularly achieves. On the other 
hand, 
neither can anything 
be 
better. Unless... 
That would be the contest for a 
New York Conservative who aspired 
to become the junior Senator, 
elevating the incumbent sainted 
junior Senator to the seniority he so 
richly deserves. What an exciting 
prospect: a conservative candidate, 
knocking out in a single election, 
Jacob Javits and John Lindsay! It 
has got to be the most spectacular 
juxtaposition since the last total 
eclipse, when the sun and the moon 
were lined up together, vulnerable 
to a single shaft from a divine 
opportunist.

Some of the greatest adventures 
the West ever had were connected 
with 
mining 
operations 
and 
particularly in quest of oil or water. 
Some readers may know of the 
massive effort by the late old man 
Culligan (I forget his first name) to 
find water in the area of the Mojave 
Desert and south of there through 
Bishop and Amboy. Those are all 
desert lands. Culligan figured if he 
could find water there the lands 
would 
yield 
an 
abundance 
in 
agriculture riches. He never found 
it. 
I ’m 
not 
in ­ 
timating that the 
City of Lompoc’s 
steps to drill a new 
well carry anything 
like that kind of ad­ 
venture, but a tinge 
of it came through 
in talking with Dale 
Batchelor the other 
day. 
Batchelor is 
chief of the city’s 
water 
treatment 
plant on 
East North Avenue and for that 
reason up to his executive fingertips 
in the whole project. 
Well sites are usually selected on 
the basis of past history, Batchelor 
said. Farmers for example will 


recall a spring in a particular area 
or that a well may have been drilled 
here or there. The method isn’t 
always successful and when it isn’t, 
the only gain is the knowledge that 
there is no water in a particular 
spot. 
If the drillers think there is more 
than an even chance that there may 
not be water — and yet some chance 
— they may drill a test hole which is 
a fraction the size of a regulation 
well diameter, and a full-sized one if 
water is found 
The technology of well casings 
and general management is also a 
complicated subject. 
1 see the city may participate in a

project 
with 
the 
U.S. 
Geological Survey in a well-drilling 
project to determine water quantity 
and quality at extreme depths.

gained to compare with statistics 
from a drilling project in 1961. 
It’s exciting to think of probing 
deeper 
and 
deeper 
into 
the 
unknowns of the earth. I can hear 
that 
drill 
bit 
penetrating 
into 
successive aquifers as it heads 
downward. An aquifer incidentally 
is engineering terminology for the 
horizontal layer containing water. 


The Vaughn Proctor field survey 
team has been tackling the problem 
of alleys and has come up with some 
statistics that don’t seem to fit in 
anywhere. 
Improved alleys, for 
example, on the whole were cleaner 
than unimproved alleys. Fences in 
improved alleys were also in better 
repair and refuse cans there were 
in better condition, were more 
neatly managed. 
Unimproved alleys in most cases 
were quagmires during the recent 
rains. 
I ’m 
not 
much 
of 
a 


roadbuilder, but I know the unpaved 
alleys could still be made passable 
during 
rains 
by 
the 
strategic 
application of gravel 
The team also came to the 
following conclusions: 
Residents 
put their barrels out at night for 
next day’s pickup and thus expose 
the contents to dogs and cats which 
abound in some areas. The absence 
of adequate can covers is also a 
problem. 
But the worst problem of all is the 
apparent reluctance of residents to 
tidy up after the pickup Part of the 
problem may be the result of the 
wind. The wind blows debris from 
its point of origin to the back of 
someone else’s home and I suppose 
that homeowner 
might say 
to 
himself, why should I pick it up, it’s 
my neighbor’s trash, not mine. 
Expect a further report on this. I 
figure if we can go to the moon we 
can clean up the alleys that need it.

Hanoi timetable 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Recently 
captured 
North 
Vietnamese 
documents 
give 
a 
timetable for Hanoi’s operations in 
South Vietnam in the five months 
following the signing of the truce. 
First: Communist 
operatives through­ 
out South Vietnam 
have been told that 
headquarters 
will 
not 
communicate 
with them for five 
months, 
precisely, 
after the accords 
are signed. You will 
receive no visits and no messages 
from the legal operatives and no 
instructions 
from 
headquarters 
during this period, these documents 
say, and therefore must rely on the 
instructions herewith delivered for 
your actions during that period. At 
the end of five months you will 
receive detailed instructions as to 
what you will do then. 


Second: The Communist cadre in 
the South is to organize on their own 
initiative during these five months 
acts of terrorism, assassination, 
demonstrations 
and 
resistance 
aimed at destroying confidence in 
the government, thus preparing the 
stage 
for 
the 
countrywide 
operations which are to be outlined 
to them about July 1, 1973. 


Third: 
Cadre 
are to foment 
incidents which will make it appear 
the Saigon government is breaking 
the accords, making certain these 
provocations are carried out in such 
a way that the truce teams are not 
aware of the causes, but do see the 
Saigon government's retaliation to 
what 
appears 
to 
be 
peaceful 
legitimate protest. 


Fourth: Concrete examples are 
given of techniques to be used. One 
example will give the flavor of the 
provocations Hanoi has ordered its 
men to organize in the five months 
just ahead. 
Demonstrations of protest are to 
be organized with old men and 
women in the forefront. These 
protests 
are 
to 
center around 
genuine grievances At the start, 
only ordinary citizens are to be 
involved, with emphasis on the old 
and helpless Then gradually, you 
will add to these demonstrations 


young able-bodied men with chains, 
knives and 
sticks 
(clubs), 
the 
instructions say. Finally, as time 
goes on, you will add skilled cadre 
armed with guns. 
The old are to be kept in the 
forefront. But the armed men will 
g radually 
escalate 
the 
demonstrations until they turn into 
riots. The riots will intensify until 
the 
police 
are 
provoked 
into 
retaliation. (Since the old men and 
women are to be kept in front, they 
will bear the brunt of the police 
shooting or clubbing. > 
It is essential, the documents say, 
that events be timed so that an 
international 
truce 
commission 
team is at hand to see the police 
retaliation — so that the team will 
report and publicize police brutality 
and convince the world Saigon is 
breaking 
the 
terms 
of 
the 
agreement. 
That is, Hanoi is planning a series 
of violent demonstrations carefully 
planned 
to 
create 
a 
chaotic 
atmosphere similar to Chicago at 
the time of the 1968 Democratic 
National Convention, only much 
intensified. The police are to be 
provoked beyond endurance. The 
“ artillery" is to be well - organized 
and 
screened 
behind 
innocents. 
Public opinion is to be aroused 
against the police, as at Chicago 
As indicated in the timetable, 
these provocations, coupled with 
te rro rism , 
sabotage 
and 
psychological warfare are to set the 
stage 
for 
some 
unidentified 
concerted action which is to follow 
five months after the signing of the 
truce agreements
